Have you ever played with a 
child on your knee in the morning, 
and seen him dead in the evening? 
I his is the sort of thing we are 
talking about when we talk about 
Fourth of July accidents. 
The Safety League urges that 
commemoration 
of 
Independence 
Day take the form of pageantry, 
athletic events, and other forms of 
recreation to eliminate children’s 
desire for the excitement of fire 
works, firearms and bonfires. 
Parents can do much to safe­ 
guard the lives of their children. 
First and foremost, they themselves 
can observe the rules which make 
for uersonal safety, and thus set a 
good example for children to fol­ 
low. 
Parents must give time and en- 
ergy to teaching 
their children 
how to avoid accidents. Safety is 
a teachable subject—The responsi­ 
bility rests with the parents.

Stop Erosion

AU of our farm ers are urged to 
’ attend the demonstration as be* 


Terracing, which is now being 
emphasized in the Soil Conserva­ 
tion Program, should be the first 
step in conserving and building up 
the soil on as much as 33 1/3 to 
AO'/t of Cook County’s rolling land 
subject to erosion, 
according to 
Farm Adviser, O. G. Barrett. 
A demonstration or school to 
show farm ers how to build ter­ 
races to reduce their present heavy 
erosion losses has been scheduled 
for July 2 at 2:30 p. rn. on the 
farm of Corliss Anderson, located 
just north of Route 58, four miles 
east of Elgin. 
Ralph C. Hay, extension special­ 
ist in agricultural enginering, Col- 
lcge of Agriculture, University of 
Illinois, will be present to assist 
with conducting the demonstration. 
Similar demonstrations and schools 
have been held in more than 80 Illi­ 
nois counties by the College of Ag­ 
riculture, University of Illinois, co­ 
operating with county farm advis­ 
ers and more than 300 interested 
farmers. 
Terraces carefully laid out and 
properly built are good insurance 
not only against 
further heavy 
losses of soil, but also for the suc­ 
cessful start of a lime and legume 
program. They minimize the dang­ 
er of having expensive limestone, 
fertilizer and seed washed away by 
dashing rains. However, terracing 
must not be considered a substitute 
for other good soil conservation 
practices. It supplements them by 


the demonstration as 
ing conducted in Cook county with 
the thought that they may advan­ 
tageously use the information all 
or in part for the good of their 
farm as a whole.
